Lacombs Advertiscr, 


The Casadian Northern Railway now. 
extends 340 miles from Portage la 
Preirie in a northwesterly direction, 
running through the Dauphin and 
Swan river seciions of Manitoba into 
the Northwest Territories. The rails 
havo already been jaid to Reindeer 
river, the present terminus of the road. 
During the winter, a number of the 


mcn employed on construction will be 
engaged in the woods getting out tims 
ber and, tiesto be used in the eonstruc- 
tidn af the road westward next sum- 
mer to Prinee Albert. From  Rein- 
deer river the general course of the 
road wi'l be westerly, through the fine 
Carrot river country to Prince Albert. 
Near Reindeer lake the road passes ctit 
o° the province of Manitoba inte Sas- 
katchewan territory, In the Swan 
river Star, a writer says of this coun- 
try: 

North of Swan river district the 
eduntry is largely wooded. There is 
abundance of good timber and good 
water, with patches of prairie and bay 
jand, Above Bell iiver there is an 
area of good land and very suitable for 
stack raising and mixed farming. 

There is also a good district available 
for settlement about Rice river, where 
there is considerable prairie land, with 
plenty of hay, aud excellent water and 
timber Keindeer river is about 300 
feet wide at the crossing, and the alti- 
tude is 1,050 feet above sea level. 


The fact that ihe maple tree is found 
here and there in lange groves in the 
Red Deer valley as far wesi. at least, as 
range 2; that spruce grows toa thick; 
ness of 3 ft.6 inches, that white poplar 
2 szeei 6 inches and 80 fet high are not 
mommon, that black poplar fuily as 
iarge is fownd in moist flats, that wild 
vetch, wild pea, wild hops, wild roses;

fare: regarding burghers voluntarily 
surrendering: and terms of eniistment 
of the South African Constabulary’ fer 
service in the two ex-republics. There 
are advertisements of recruiis wanted 
for the Imperial Light Horse andi for 
the commander-in-chief’s body guard. 
The pay is five shillings ($1.25) a day 
While the firld marshall’s proclama- 
tions are particular to set out the rea- 
sons for severe action, there is no doubt 
left as to what is meant ta be done.
